THE OFFENSE 


QUARTERBACKS 

Junior Kenny Pickett returns after starting all 14 games last 
season. In his initial year as the full-time starter, Pickett completed 
58% of his passes (180 of 310) for 1,969 yards with 12 touchdowns 
and six interceptions. Capable of making plays with his feet, he 
finished as Pitt's third-leading rusher, netting 220 yards and scoring 
three TDs. 


Senior Jeff George Jr. joined the Panthers as a graduate transfer in 
2018 and provides experienced competition. At Illinois from 
2015-17, George made nine starts with the Illini and completed 
48% of his passes (132 of 275) for 1,743 yards with 11 touchdowns 
and 15 interceptions. 


Nick Patti enters his first active season following a freshman 
redshirt. Patti threw for nearly 4,600 yards with 43 TDs during an 
accomplished career at New Jersey's St. Joseph Regional. 


Freshman Davis Beville enrolled at Pitt in January after passing for 
6,759 yards and 88 touchdowns at Greenville (S.C.) High School. 
Beville was rated the nation’s No. 11 pro-style quarterback prospect 
by Rivals. 


RUNNING BACKS 
Pitt is tasked with replacing two 1,000-yard rushers and arguably 
the best fullback in school history. 


Qadree Ollison and Darrin Hall combined for 2,357 yards and 
21 touchdowns last year, while devastating blocking back George 
Aston opened many of their running lanes. 


Although the Panthers lack returning production, they do 
boast intriguing potential in the backfield. 


Junior AJ. Davis is the most experienced tailback 
candidate, lettering the past two seasons in a reserve role. 
Davis compiled 134 yards on 32 carries (4.2 avg.) last year. 


A pair of sophomore lettermen, Todd Sibley Jr. and V’Lique 
Carter, will figure heavily in the competition. Sibley's 
contributions last year came primarily on special teams but 
he is primed for a larger backfield role in 2019. Carter arrived at Pitt 
last fall as a defensive back but played in the final seven games on 
offense. Specializing in the jet sweep, he rushed for 202 yards and 
two touchdowns on 25 carries (8.1 avg.). 


Redshirt freshman Mychale Salahuddin, one of Pitt's most 
decorated 2018 recruits, is ready to make an impact in his first fully 
active season. Before taking a redshirt, Salahuddin made three 
appearances and netted 37 yards on four carries (9.2 avg.). Junior 
Kyle Vreen will provide depth. 


Pitt signed two Florida tailbacks as part of its 2019 recruiting class. 
Daniel Carter was rated one of the nation’s top 20 running backs 
by Rivals following a prolific career at powerhouse St. Thomas 
Aquinas. Vincent Davis was a 1,000-yard rusher for Class 5A 
champion Cardinal Gibbons. 


The primary contenders at fullback will be junior Peyton Deri and 
redshirt freshman Grey Brancifort. 
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WIDE RECEIVERS 


The outlook at wide receiver is bolstered by the return of seven 
lettermen, including two players who ranked among the Panthers’ 
top targets a year ago. 


Senior Maurice Ffrench is coming off the most productive 
campaign of his career, leading the team in touchdown catches (six) 
and finishing second in receptions (35) and yards (515). A versatile 
talent, Ffrench totaled 10 touchdowns overall last season, scoring 
three different ways (receiving, rushing and kick return). 


Junior Taysir Mack was a newcomer of impact following his 2018 
transfer from Indiana. Mack averaged a whopping 22.28 yards per 
catch (557 yards on 25 receptions) to lead the ACC and rank second 
nationally. He provides the Panthers with exciting vertical threat 
capabilities. 


Seniors Aaron Mathews and Tre Tipton are grizzled veterans poised 
for their finest seasons. They will be complemented by a trio of 
sophomore lettermen: Dontavius Butler-Jenkins, Shocky Jacques- 
Louis and Michael Smith. Redshirt freshmen Cameron O’Neil and 
John Vardzel enter active duty, while sophomore Garrett Bickhart 
and junior Michael Vardzel provide depth. 


Joining Pitt’s returning receivers are a pair 
of freshmen: Western Pennsylvania 
product Will Gipson and Canadian 
import Jared Wayne. Gipson was an 
all-state performer for perennial power 
Aliquippa High School. Wayne, who 
hails from Ontario, played his 
senior year at Florida’s 
Clearwater Academy 
International.

TIGHT ENDS 


Last year’s starter at tight end, Carson Van Lynn, will transition to 
offensive tackle in 2019. The leading returning candidates to replace 
him are not without experience. Sophomore Grant Carrigan and 
senior Will Gragg lettered in primary reserve roles and are ready to 
compete for the starting job. 


Senior letterman Jim Medure also will be a factor in the competition. 
Jake Cortes, coming off a freshman redshirt, provides depth. 


Pitt added an experienced newcomer at tight end in Nakia Griffin- 
Stewart, a graduate transfer from Rutgers with one season of 
immediate eligibility. The Panthers’ recruiting class also included 
Jason Collier, who earned recognition as one of New Jersey's top 
prospects after starring at West Deptford High School, and 

Kyi Wright, the Pennsylvania Class 1A Player of the Year for 

state champ Farrell. 


OFFENSIVE LINE 


Pitt will need to rebuild its offensive front following the departure of 
four senior starters from last year’s accomplished unit. 


Headlining the list of returnees is junior Jimmy Morrissey, who 
started the past two seasons at center. Morrissey was an All-ACC 
honoree in 2018 and could be ready to see his national reputation 
expand this year. Providing competitive depth at center will be 
redshirt freshman Jake Kradel and sophomores Owen Drexel and 
Kenny Rainey Ill. 


At guard, junior letterman Bryce Hargrove will be a top candidate. 
Hargrove was the Panthers’ first offensive lineman off the bench last 
year and actually started the final three contests at left guard. 
Additional upperclassmen contending for a starting nod at guard will 
be senior Chase Brown, junior Brandon Ford and junior Rashad 
Wheeler, who is transitioning from defensive tackle. Sophomore 
Brian Burgess provides depth. 


Figuring heavily in the tackle competition is a quartet of sophomores: 
Gabe Houy, Carson Van Lynn, Carter Warren and Jerry Drake Jr. 
Houy and Van Lynn own the most experience. Houy was an 
opening-day starter last season, while Van Lynn moved into a 
starting role at tight end when that position’s depth was depleted. 
Blake Zubovic, one of Pennsylvania’s top prospects in 2018, enters 
his first active campaign following a freshman redshirt. 


The Panthers get a veteran infusion at tackle with the addition of 
Michigan graduate transfer Nolan Ulizio. Two freshmen offensive 
linemen also join the fold in Canadian mid-year enrollee 
Liam Dick (Clarkson Secondary School) and Matt Goncalves, 
an all-state tackle out of New York's Eastport-South Manor 
High School. 


THE DEFENSE 
DEFENSIVE LINE 


Pitt’s defensive line is an intriguing mix of depth, experience and 
youthful potential. 


Depth is especially abundant on the interior. At the tackle spots, 
senior Amir Watts and junior Keyshon Camp have been prominent 
contributors the past two seasons. Sophomore letterman Jaylen 
Twyman will also pose a serious challenge for a starting assignment. 
Additional competition will come from four promising redshirt 
freshmen: Devin Danielson, Tyler Bentley, David Green and 
Noah Palmer. 


At defensive end, junior Rashad Weaver emerged last season as a 
disruptive playmaker. Weaver led Pitt in sacks (6.5), tackles for loss 
(14) and fumble recoveries (three). With continued progress, he could 
be ready for an All-ACC campaign in 2019. 


Junior Patrick Jones II appears poised for a starting role after being 
productive (7.5 TFLs and four sacks) as a top reserve last year. He 
will be pushed by sophomore Destin Alexandre and redshirt 
freshmen John Morgan, Kaymar Mimes, Habakkuk Baldonado and 
Chris Maloney. 


The Panthers’ incoming freshman class includes five defensive linemen 
hailing from five different states: Pennsylvania’s Bam Brima (Loyalsock 
Township), Maryland’s Deandre Jules (Northwest), Florida’s Calijah 
Kancey (Miami Northwestern), New 
Jersey's Bryce Nelms (West 
Orange) and South Carolina's 
Nate Temple (Abbeville). 


Damar Hamlin 
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LINEBACKERS 
The Panthers will rely on seven lettermen to retool their linebacker 
unit, which lost a pair of multiple-year starters to graduation. 


In the middle, junior Elias Reynolds is back after starting the final 
seven regular-season games. Reynolds, who assumed that role when 
senior starter Quintin Wirginis was lost to injury, performed admirably 
and finished fourth on the team with 49 tackles. 


Perhaps the unit’s most versatile player is senior Saleem Brightwell, 
who has starting experience at both middle and Money linebacker. 
Brightwell is slated to begin training camp at middle linebacker, where 
he started the entire 2017 campaign. Also competing in the middle are 
a pair of redshirt freshmen, Wendell Davis and Jackson Henry. 


On the outside, Pitt must replace graduated starters Elijah Zeise at 
Money linebacker and Oluwaseun Idowu at the Star. 


Junior Chase Pine, who lettered the past two seasons as a 
reserve, is the most seasoned contender at the Money position. 
Pine will be pushed by a pair of sophomore lettermen, Kyle Nunn 
and Albert Tucker. Redshirt freshman Jack Hansberry provides 
additional depth. 


Junior Phil Campbell Ill made a successful transition to Star 
linebacker this spring after lettering the past two seasons at 
safety. Campbell will contend 
with sophomore Cam Bright, 
who saw significant time as 
a reserve last season. Junior 
Jake Zilinskas will move 
from tight end, 
~ — supplementing 
depth at 
the Star.

Pitt added veteran competition at outside linebacker with the signing of 
graduate transfer Kylan Johnson, who lettered for three seasons at 
Florida (2016-18). The Panthers also welcome three freshman 
linebackers into the mix. 


SirVocea Dennis arrives at Pitt after spending a postgraduate year at 
The Peddie School (N.J.), where he earned all-prep recognition. 
Brandon George was an all-state performer for perennial 
Pennsylvania power Berks Catholic. Leslie Smith was a standout for 
Florida 6A champion Miami Northwestern. 


SECONDARY 


Pitt’s secondary owns heightened expectations with the return of three 
starters and five additional lettermen. 


Senior free safety Damar Hamlin is the pacesetter, not only for the 
secondary but the entire defense. Hamlin led Pitt with 90 tackles and 
tied for the team lead with two interceptions last year. Whether 
defending the run or pass, Hamlin should be considered among the 
ACC’s very best. He will be complemented by experienced depth in the 
form of senior Jazzee Stocker and junior Therran Coleman. 


The graduation of Dennis Briggs leaves a void at strong safety. 
Sophomore Paris Ford is the leader to seize that starting role 
following an exceptional spring. Ford will be pushed by tested 
junior Bricen Garner. 


Senior Dane Jackson gives Pitt a veteran at cornerback who made 25 
starts the past two seasons. A highly active defender, Jackson led the 
Panthers with 14 pass breakups and four forced fumbles last season. 


A leading candidate at the opposite corner will be junior Jason 
Pinnock, who locked down the job during the latter half of the 2018 
season and tied for the team lead with two interceptions.

Additional competition will come from redshirt freshmen Marquis 
Williams, Judson Tallandier and Erick Hallett. 


The Panthers welcome two freshmen in the secondary. Brandon Hill 
starred at Wekiva High School in Florida, while AJ. Woods was one of 
Maryland's top prospects after a standout career at Northwest. 


SPECIAL TEAMS 


Pitt boasts one of the ACC’s top placekickers in junior Alex Kessman, 
who led the Panthers with a career-high 79 points last year on 13-of- 
17 field goals (77%) and 40-of-42 PATs (95%). Kessman set a school 
record with four field goals of 50-plus yards during the 2018 season 
and also owns Pitt’s all-time mark with six for his career. Sophomore 
Jake Scarton, also the team’s returning holder, is a highly capable 
backup kicker. Redshirt freshman Will Connelly provides depth. 


As a first-year starter, punter Kirk Christodoulou displayed continuous 
improvement throughout 2018 and was at his best during the season’s 
final stretch. Now a sophomore, Christodoulou is poised to build upon 
his 41.4-yard average and be a decisive factor in the field position 
battle. Redshirt freshman Ethan Van Buskirk will be the top reserve. 


Junior Cal Adomitis enters his third season as the Panthers’ long 
snapper for punts and placekicks. A pair of redshirt freshmen, Jack 
Hansberry and Grey Brancifort, will compete for backup duty. 


Senior Maurice Ffrench highlights the return game. Ffrench led the 
ACC last year in kickoff return average (27.4) and kickoff return 
touchdowns (tied with two). Sophomore Paris Ford gives the 
Panthers another dynamic athlete on returns.

HEAD COACH 


On the afternoon of November 17, 2018, the scoreboard clock at Wake Forest’s BB&T Field had 
not yet reached zero. That didn’t stop the Pitt sideline or the stadium’s visitor section from 
starting an early raucous celebration. 


“Let's go Pitt! Let's go Pitt!” 


It sounded as if Heinz Field had been relocated to Winston-Salem. Those cheers reached a 
crescendo when the game officially ended and the Panthers swarmed the field owning a 34-13 
victory and the first ACC Coastal Division title in program history. 


The visiting locker room, hardly spacious under normal circumstances, was packed beyond 
capacity as ACC commissioner John Swofford presented the team with the Coastal Division 
championship trophy. Legendary Pitt players Dan Marino and Jimbo Covert were among the 
attendees and joined in the celebration by taking and posing for selfies with the team. 


In the middle of the clamoring scene was head coach Pat Narduzzi. This was a moment he 
had both dreamed of and worked tirelessly for since taking over the Panthers’ program on 
December 26, 2014. 


“From the very beginning, we said our goal is to win championships, on and off the field,” 
Narduzzi said. “That's our mentality and it drives everyone in our program—players, coaches 
and staff—every single day. Winning the first Coastal title in school history was a special 
moment but ultimately it only serves as motivation to achieve even greater things in the 
future.” 


Narduzzi has provided the motivational fire for a program that, prior to his arrival, was frozen 
in a stretch of middling results. His passionate and relentless approach has spurred Pitt's 
rise as an ACC contender. As a result, Narduzzi’s initial four seasons have witnessed many 
milestone moments and achievements. 


© Since taking over as head coach in 2015, the Panthers own the third-best record in ACC 
play with a 20-12 mark. Only Clemson (30-2) and Miami (21-11) have better ACC records 
during that timeframe. 


© Narduzzi’s 28 overall wins are the most by a Pitt coach in his first four seasons in nearly 
four decades. (Jackie Sherrill compiled 39 victories from 1977-80.) 


¢ The Panthers have a reputation as a dangerous opponent for highly ranked foes. In 2017, 
Pitt closed the season with a 24-14 victory over No. 2 Miami. In 2016, the Panthers 
defeated two teams that finished in the top 5 of the final College Football Playoff rankings. 
Pitt gave No. 2 Clemson—that year’s eventual national champion—its only loss (43-42) 
and kept No. 5 Penn State out of the playoff field by defeating the Nittany Lions, 42-39. 


e |n Narduzzi’s four seasons as head coach, Pitt has 26 All-ACC Academic Football Team 
honorees, the second-highest total among conference schools during that span. The 
Panthers also were a recipient of the American Football Coaches Association (AFCA) 2018 
Academic Achievement Award after scoring a perfect single-year 1,000 Academic Progress 
Rate (APR). 


© Over the past four NFL Drafts (2016-19), the Panthers had 10 players selected, tied for 
the sixth-highest total among ACC teams. Each of Pitt’s three 2018 draft picks—tackle 
Brian O'Neill (Minnesota Vikings), safety Jordan Whitehead (Tampa Bay Buccaneers) and 
cornerback Avonte Maddox (Philadelphia Eagles)—were rookie starters. Moreover, running 
back James Conner, a Pittsburgh Steelers’ 2017 draft pick, was selected to the Pro Bowl 
after rushing for nearly 1,000 yards in his second professional season. 


Narduzzi’s leadership of the Panthers is ensured through at least the 2024 season thanks to 
a seven-year contract unveiled by Pitt Director of Athletics Heather Lyke in December 2017. 


“We're thrilled Pat Narduzzi is our head football coach,” Lyke said. “We are deeply committed 
to helping him, his staff and his student-athletes achieve at the highest levels in the ACC and 
nationally. Coach Narduzzi is a tireless worker, dynamic leader and passionate about building 
outstanding relationships with our student-athletes and everyone connected to our Pitt family. 
He and his staff are fully dedicated to building a national-caliber program the right way, on 
and off the field.” 


COACHING STAFF 


FIRST TEAM ALL-AMERICANS: 
UNDER NARDUZZI 


Narduzzi arrived at Pitt following eight highly successful years as the defensive coordinator 
at Michigan State under Mark Dantonio. During that time the Spartans achieved five Top 25 
finishes and Narduzzi’s defense proved instrumental in that success. Michigan State was the 
only team to rank in the nation’s top 10 in total defense and rushing defense each season from 
2011-14. 


n 2014, the Spartans finished with a No. 5 national ranking and 11-2 record following a stirring 
42-4] victory over Baylor in the AT&T Cotton Bowl. Narduzzi’s defense shut out the high-scoring 
Bears in the fourth quarter, opening the door for 21 unanswered points by Michigan State. 


ichigan State boasted the nation’s top rushing defense in 2014, yielding just 88.5 yards 
per game. The Spartans finished third nationally with 34 turnovers gained and eighth in total 
defense, holding opponents to just 315.8 yards per contest. 


n 2013, Michigan State finished No. 3 in the country following a Big Ten title and 24-20 victory 
over No. 5 Stanford in the Rose Bowl. In the wake of that championship season, Narduzzi was 
named the 2013 recipient of the prestigious Broyles Award, annually presented to the country’s 
top assistant coach. 


Narduzzi tutored an impressive list of decorated defensive players at Michigan State, including 
first team All-Americans in cornerback Darqueze Dennard, safety Kurtis Drummond, linebacker 
Greg Jones and defensive tackle Jerel Worthy. 


Dennard was a unanimous All-American in 2013, becoming the first Michigan State cornerback 
to earn that distinction. He also was the school’s first winner of the Jim Thorpe Award, given 
annually to college football's top defensive back. Dennard was a first-round NFL Draft pick of 
the Cincinnati Bengals in 2014, the first Spartans defensive back taken in the initial round 
since 1961. In the 2015 draft, another Narduzzi pupil, Michigan State cornerback Trae Waynes, 
was a first-round pick of the Minnesota Vikings. 


Narduzzi coached 19 first-team All-Big Ten selections. Four players won the conference's top 
individual awards under his watch, including two Big Ten Defensive Back of the Year honorees 
(Dennard in 2013 and Drummond in 2014). Shilique Calhoun was the Big Ten Defensive 
Lineman of the Year in 2013 while Greg Jones was the overall Defensive Player of the Year in 
2009.

No. 10 in the Associated Press poll. While quarterback Ben Roethlisberger headlined Miami’s 
offense, Narduzzi’s stout unit topped the MAC in rushing defense (19th nationally), scoring 
defense (22nd nationally) and pass efficiency defense (34th nationally). 


Narduzzi served as linebackers coach at Northern Illinois for three seasons (2000-02). NIU won 
a pair of MAC divisional titles during his tenure and in 2002 had the league's top rushing 
defense. 


From 1993-99, Narduzzi coached at his alma mater, Rhode Island, serving as the Rams’ 
defensive coordinator his final two seasons. He began his coaching career at Miami of Ohio, 
working as a graduate assistant in 1990 and 1991, before earning his first full-time position as 
receivers coach for the 1992 season. 


Narduzzi was an All-Ohio performer at Youngstown’s Ursuline High School, leading the Irish 
to the Steel Valley championship and state playoffs as a senior in 1984. He was a starting 
linebacker under his father, the late Bill Narduzzi, as a freshman at Youngstown State 
University in 1985 before transferring to Rhode Island, where he became a three-year starter 
for the Rams from 1987-89. 


Bill Narduzzi was head coach at YSU from 1975-85. He led the Penguins to two NCAA Division 
Il playoff appearances, including the national championship game in 1979, and twice was 
named the Ohio Valley Conference (OVC) Coach of the Year. (One of Bill’s first coaching posts 
was as a freshman line coach at Pitt in 1962.) 


Narduzzi completed his bachelor’s degree in physical education at Rhode Island in 1990 and 
later earned a master’s degree in sports studies at Miami of Ohio in 1992. He and his wife, 
Donna, have four children: Arianna, Christina, Patrick and Isabella.

CHARLIE PARTRIDGE 


ASSISTANT HEAD COACH / DEFENSIVE LINE 


Entering his third season on Pat Narduzzi’s Pitt staff, Charlie Partridge is a tremendous 
asset with his experience as an FBS head coach, accomplished assistant and renowned 
recruiter. Reflective of his invaluable contributions, Partridge was elevated to assistant 
head coach by Narduzzi prior to the 2018 season. 


Partridge’s positional focus is on the defensive front, which features a rapidly rising 
talent in junior end Rashad Weaver, Pitt’s leader last year in sacks (6.5), tackles for loss 
(14) and fumble recoveries (three). Partridge additionally coached a pair of defensive 
ends who signed NFL contracts this spring: Dewayne Hendrix (Miami) and James Folston 
Jr. (Arizona). 


This is Partridge’s second tour at Pitt. He originally served under head coaches Walt 
Harris and Dave Wannstedt from 2003-07. Partridge returned to Pittsburgh after serving 
as head coach at Florida Atlantic University (2014-16). Inheriting a program in need 
of a complete rebuild, on and off the field, he responded by signing three of the finest 
recruiting classes in FAU history. His 2015 class was hailed as the best in Conference 
USA. In the classroom, the Owls set new program standards for individual academic 
achievement and the highest team grade point average. 


Partridge spent the 2013 season at Arkansas, where he served as assistant head coach 
and oversaw the defensive line. Under his watch, ends Trey Flowers and Chris Smith 
were All-SEC performers. Partridge also contributed to the Razorbacks’ special teams 
that featured All-SEC kicker Zach Hocker and punter Sam Irwin-Hill, who ranked 15th 
nationally with a 44.3-yard average. 


Partridge was instrumental in one of the best five-year runs in Wisconsin history from 
2008-12. Initially serving as defensive line and specialist coach, he was elevated 
to associate head coach and co-defensive coordinator for his final two seasons. The 
Badgers won three consecutive Big Ten titles from 2010-12, earning Rose Bowl berths 
each season. 


Partridge oversaw an outstanding defensive front at Wisconsin. His most accomplished 
pupil was defensive end J.J. Watt, a 2010 All-American and winner of the Lott IMPACT 
Trophy as the national defensive player of the year. Watt now stars with the Houston 
Texans and is one of the NFL’s elite players. 


During Partridge’s initial Pitt tenure, he worked with the defensive line for four seasons 
and the linebackers in his final campaign. He also served as the Panthers’ special 
teams coordinator in 2006-07. In 2007, Pitt ranked fifth in the nation in total defense, 
yielding just 297.7 yards per game. The Panthers closed that season with one of the most 
celebrated victories—and defensive performances—in school history: a 13-9 upset of 
West Virginia that shattered the Mountaineers’ national title hopes. 


Under the guidance of Partridge and defensive coordinator Paul Rhoads in 200/, first- 
year starting middle linebacker Scott McKillop led the nation in tackles (12.6 per game), 
earning All-America status and unanimous first-team All-Big East honors. Another 
Partridge protégé, defensive end Joe Clermond, led the Big East in tackles for loss (16.5) 
in 2006. 


Pitt’s special teams were highly productive under Partridge’s guidance. In 2006, the 
Panthers led the Big East in net punting (37.5 avg.) and kickoff returns (24.1 avg.). 
During the 2007 campaign, Pitt topped the conference in field goal percentage (81.8%, 
8-22) and PAT kicking (100%, 28-28), while ranking second in kickoff returns (22.9 
avg.). ESPN’s 2006 College Football “Play of the Year” was actually a Pitt special teams 
gem—Darrelle Revis’ 73-yard punt return for a touchdown against West Virginia. 


Prior to Pitt, Partridge served four seasons (1998-2001) at lowa State in administrative 
and coaching roles. In 2002, Partridge was hired by Eastern Illinois University as 
defensive line coach and recruiting coordinator. The Panthers advanced to the NCAA I-AA 
playoffs that year and shared the Ohio Valley Conference (OVC) championship. 


Partridge was an NSCA All-America defensive lineman for Drake University. His collegiate 
coaching career began at his alma mater as a Drake graduate assistant during the 1996 
and 1997 seasons. Partridge and his wife, Julie, have two daughters, Alexa and Kylee.

OFFENSIVE COORDINATOR / QUARTERBACKS 


Regarded as one of football’s finest offensive minds, Mark Whipple enters his first year 
as Pitt's offensive coordinator and quarterbacks coach. Whipple owns nearly 40 years of 
experience and championship rings at both the NFL and collegiate levels. 


Whipple spent the past five seasons (2014-18) as head coach at Massachusetts, his 
second tour leading the Minutemen. Charged with transitioning UMass to the Football 
Bow! Subdivision, and annually facing an array of Power 5 opponents, Whipple's teams 
featured one of the nation’s most potent passing attacks. The Minutemen finished among 
the country’s top 20 passing teams in three of the past five years. In 2018, they averaged 
298.1 passing yards per game to rank 14th nationally, while All-America wideout Andy 
Isabella led the nation in receiving yards (1,698) and was drafted by the Arizona Cardinals. 


Whipple oversaw the greatest season in UMass history, the 1998 national championship 
campaign, during which the Minutemen won a school-record 12 games and defeated 
top-ranked Georgia Southern, 55-43, for the NCAA I-AA (now Football Championship 
Subdivision) title. Whipple was subsequently honored as the American Football Coaches 
Association (AFCA) Division I-AA Coach of the Year. 


Whipple concluded his Massachusetts tenure as the winningest coach in school history 
with 65 victories and claimed three Atlantic 10 titles and three NCAA playoff berths. He 
also led the programs at Brown University (1994-97) and University of New Haven (1988- 
93). Whipple compiled a 137-102 record over 21 total seasons as a college head coach. 


At Brown, his alma mater, Whipple revitalized the program’s fortunes while rewriting the 
offensive record books. In addition to a slew of school marks, the Bears set Ivy League 
records for total offense (483.6 avg.) and passing yards (334.6) per league game in 
1997. Brown never suffered a losing season under Whipple's guidance, winning more 
games in his four years (24) than the previous eight seasons combined. 


Sports Illustrated \auded Whipple’s 1993 New Haven team as having the “Best Offense 
in College Football” after averaging 52.5 points and 557.6 yards per game. In 1992, the 
Chargers led all NCAA divisions in scoring (50.5 avg.) and total offense (587.7). New 
Haven went a combined 23-2 during those two years (20-0 during the regular season), 
earning NCAA Division Il playoff berths each time. Whipple went 48-17 overall at New 
Haven with Top 20 national rankings in five of his six seasons. 


Whipple had three NFL coaching appointments. His initial stint was as quarterbacks 
coach with the Steelers under Bill Cowher from 2004-06. Under Whipple's mentorship 
in 2004, Ben Roethlisberger broke Dan Marino’s NFL rookie quarterback records for 
completion percentage (66.4) and passer rating (98.1), and was named the NFL Offensive 
Rookie of the Year. In 2005, Roethlisberger became the youngest starting quarterback in 
NFL history to win a Super Bowl, a 21-10 victory over the Seattle Seahawks. 


Whipple served as the Cleveland Browns’ quarterbacks coach under Pat Shurmur in 2011 
and 2012. He also was an offensive assistant on Andy Reid’s Philadelphia staff in 2008, 
helping the Eagles to the NFC Championship Game. Whipple's first post in pro football 
came under the legendary George Allen with the USFL’s Arizona Wranglers in 1984. 


Following his Philadelphia stint, Whipple was the assistant head coach, offensive 
coordinator and quarterbacks coach at the University of Miami in 2009 and 2010. | 
each of those seasons, the Hurricanes eclipsed 5,000 yards in total offense. 


Whipple's other offensive coordinator appointments came at New Hampshire (1986-87) 
d Union College (1981-82). He was a wide receivers coach at Brown (1983) and earned 
his first coaching post as an assistant at St. Lawrence University (1980). 
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A 1979 graduate of Brown with a bachelor’s degree in political science, Whipple was a 
two-sport standout for the Bears. In football, he was a two-year starting quarterback 
(1977-78), leading the team to a pair of runner-up finishes in the Ivy League. He also 
was a four-year letterman and starting shortstop for the Brown baseball team. Whipple 
was inducted into Brown’s Athletic Hall of Fame in 1996. 


He and his wife, Brenda, have two sons, Spencer and Austin. Spencer is a former walk-on 
quarterback at Pitt who also worked as a football graduate assistant for the Panthers 
during the 2012-13 seasons.

RANDY BATES 


DEFENSIVE COORDINATOR 


Randy Bates, a veteran of the collegiate coaching profession with nearly four decades of 
experience, enters his second season as Pitt’s defensive coordinator. 


Under Bates’ direction, the defense played a crucial role in Pitt’s drive to the 2018 ACC 
Coastal Division championship. This was especially evident in the final six contests of the 
year—each against bowl teams—when the Panthers yielded only 323 yards per game. 


Bates arrived in Pittsburgh after spending the prior 12 seasons (2006-17) coaching 
linebackers at Northwestern. His accomplished pupils included back-to-back All- 
America linebackers. Anthony Walker Jr., now a member of the Indianapolis Colts, was a 
consensus All-Big Ten selection who earned All-America accolades from Associated Press 
and Sports Illustrated. 


Additionally, Bates oversaw the development of Paddy Fisher, a 2017 Football Writers 
Association of America (FWAA) Freshman All-American and the Big Ten Network’s 
Defensive Freshman of the Year. 


Prior to his tenure with the Wildcats, Bates spent six seasons at Louisiana Tech (2000- 
05). He coached nearly every defensive positional group while with the Bulldogs before 
ascending to defensive coordinator for his final season. Under Bates’ orchestration in 
2005, the Louisiana Tech defense forced a whopping 31 turnovers to lead the Western 
Athletic Conference (WAC) and rank ninth nationally. The Bulldogs surrendered their 
fewest points since 1994 and finished among the WAC’s top three teams in rushing 
defense, pass defense, total defense and scoring defense. 


Among the standouts under Bates at Louisiana Tech were three defensive backs who 
played in the NFL: safety Bobby Gray (Chicago Bears), cornerback Jerron Wishom (Green 
Bay Packers) and Pro Bowl cornerback Tramon Williams, a 13-year NFL veteran who 
played last year for the Packers. 


Before Louisiana Tech, Bates was the linebackers coach and recruiting coordinator at 
Kent State for two seasons (1998-99). While with the Golden Flashes, he coached future 
NFL Defensive Player of the Year James Harrison. 


Bates coached the linebackers at New Hampshire from 1992-97, mentoring three players 
who finished among the top 10 career tacklers in program history. The Wildcats claimed 
three Yankee Conference Northern Division titles during his tenure. 


Bates’ additional coaching stops include Navy (1989-1991), St. Joseph’s (Ind.) College 
(1984-1988), Miami (Ohio) (1983) and Muskingum College (1982). 


A retired Naval Lieutenant, Bates received his bachelor’s degree in physical education 
from Ohio State in 1983. He also earned a master’s degree in education from Miami 
University in 1985. 


Bates and his wife, Tracey, have three daughters: Samantha, Alexandra and Olivia.

SPECIAL TEAMS COORDINATOR / RUNNING BACKS 


Andre Powell enters his fifth season as Pitt's special teams coordinator and running backs 
coach. His impact on both areas of responsibility has been nothing short of exceptional. 


The Panthers last year had two 1,000-yard rushers in a season for the first time ever. 
All-ACC tailbacks Qadree Ollison (1,213) and Darrin Hall (1,144) became the first Pitt 
duo to reach that shared achievement. 


For Ollison, it was his second 1,000-yard season under Powell. In 2015, he was the ACC 
Offensive Rookie of the Year after rushing for 1,121 yards. Hall averaged 7.48 yards per carry 
last year, ranking seventh nationally in that category, and eclipsed the long-standing Pitt 
season record held by the legendary Tony Dorsett (6.6 in 1975; minimum 1,000 yards gained). 


In April, Ollison was drafted by the Atlanta Falcons, while Hall (Cincinnati Bengals) and 
fullback George Aston (Denver Broncos) signed as free agents.

Powell also mentored all-time Pitt great James Conner, who in his final collegiate 
season (2016) was a first-team All-ACC selection after rambling for 1,092 yards and 16 
touchdowns. Conner is now a Pro Bowl performer for the Pittsburgh Steelers. 


Pitt has featured dynamic, game-changing special teams under Powell's direction. 
Quadree Henderson finished his career (2015-17) with a Pitt-record seven kick returns 
for touchdowns. In 2016, Henderson was the NCAA statistical champion in kickoff 
return TDs (a school-record three) and combined kick return yards (1,166). He earned 
consensus All-America honors, becoming the first player in Pitt history to earn that 
stature as a return specialist. Henderson now plays for the New York Jets. 


Last season, Henderson's successor at Pitt, Maurice Ffrench, ranked second nationally 
in kickoff return TDs (two) and seventh in kick return average (27.4). Ffrench earned Phil 
Steele All-America recognition (third team) as a kick returner. 


The kicking game has been responsible for some of Pitt’s biggest wins the past four 
years. Chris Blewitt, who concluded his career in 2016 as Pitt’s all-time kick scoring 
leader (363 points), had four game-winning field goals during his final two seasons. His 
biggest came at Clemson in 2016, a 48-yarder with six seconds left that lifted Pitt past 
the eventual national champion Tigers, 43-42. 


Current Pitt kicker Alex Kessman earned All-ACC after setting a school record with four 
field goals of 50-plus yards during the 2018 season. 


Prior to Pitt, Powell spent four seasons at Maryland (2011-14), where he coached 
running backs and, in his final three years, served as special teams coordinator. In 
ESPN's 2014 team efficiency rankings, the Terrapins’ special teams were rated No. 11 in 
the country. Maryland kicker Brad Craddock was the 2014 winner of the Lou Groza Award. 


Powell coached at Clemson from 2007-10, overseeing the running backs each of his 
four seasons and coordinating the special teams his last three. He mentored all-time 
Clemson great C.J. Spiller, a 2009 unanimous All-American and ACC Player of the Year. 


Spiller concluded his Clemson career with 7,588 all-purpose yards, the second most in 
FBS history. His seven kickoff return touchdowns set an NCAA record, while his eight 
total kick return TDs (including one punt) tied the national mark. Spiller was a first- 
round NFL Draft pick of the Buffalo Bills in 2010. 


Powell coached running backs at North Carolina from 2001-06. He was the Tar Heels’ 
special teams coordinator his final three seasons in Chapel Hill. 


At Virginia from 1996-2000, Powell coached the running backs (1996 and 2000) and 
receivers (1997-99). Among his pupils were future NFL players Tiki Barber, Germaine 
Crowell, Thomas Jones, Charles Kirby, Pat Washington and Terrence Wilkins. 


Powell first worked with Pat Narduzzi on the football staff at Rhode Island during the 
1993 and 1994 seasons. Powell's additional coaching stops include Indiana (1989), 
South Carolina (1990), Army (1991 and 1995) and Virginia Military Institute (1992). 


Powell is a 1989 graduate of Indiana, where he lettered twice as a fullback and paved 
the way for 1,000-yard rusher Anthony Thompson. Powell and his wife, Joann, have two 
daughters, Alayna and Mikala, and a son, Andre Il.

ROB HARLEY 


LINEBACKERS / RECRUITING COORDINATOR 


Rob Harley enters his fifth season as linebackers coach at Pitt. Harley additionally is entering 
his third year as the Panthers’ recruiting coordinator. 


Recently graduated outside linebackers Oluwaseun Idowu and Elijah Zeise are outstanding 
examples of Harley's ability to develop playmakers. 


Idowu concluded his collegiate career last season as one of the most prolific tacklers in 
recent Pitt history. Originally a walk-on, Idowu became a three-year starter, collecting 250 
tackles during that span, and was an All-ACC honoree. 


After transitioning from wide receiver, Zeise collected nearly 100 tackles as a starter his final 
two seasons. He signed with the Los Angeles Chargers in April. 


In 2016, the Panthers’ linebackers helped key a rush defense that finished 16th nationally, 
yielding just 119.6 yards per game. Middle linebacker Matt Galambos enjoyed the best 
production of his career over the 2015-16 seasons, achieving personal bests in every 
category under Harley's watch. Another productive linebacker from that 2016 squad, Bam 
Bradley, spent the past two seasons with the Baltimore Ravens. 


In Harley's initial season at Pitt, he was instrumental in the development of outside linebacker 
Nicholas Grigsby, a 2015 All-ACC performer. Grigsby has played three NFL seasons and was a 
member of the Detroit Lions and New England Patriots in 2018. 


Harley joined Pitt after spending the 2014 season as the linebackers coach at FIU, where he 
helped the Golden Panthers rank among the most disruptive defenses in college football. FIU 
ranked first nationally in fumble recoveries (19), second in defensive touchdowns (six), fourth 
in turnovers gained (33), eighth in turnover margin (plus-11 overall; 0.92 margin per game) 
and 35th in total defense (363.8 yards per game). 


While at FIU, Harley recruited linebacker Anthony Wint, who would go on to earn All-Conference 
USA honors and finish his collegiate career second in school history with 336 tackles. Wint is 
now a member of the New York Jets. 


Harley's Pitt appointment served as a reunion with Pat Narduzzi. Harley was a graduate 
assistant at Michigan State for two seasons (2012-13) when Narduzzi was the Spartans’ 
defensive coordinator. 


At Michigan State, Harley gained experience on both sides of the ball. In 2013, he worked with 
the linebackers and special teams, helping the Spartans to a 13-1 record, the Big Ten title 
and a 24-20 victory over Stanford in the Rose Bowl. Michigan State’s defense yielded just 
252.2 yards per game to rank second nationally. 


In 2012, Harley worked with the Spartans’ offense and special teams. Behind 1,793-yard 
rusher Le’Veon Bell, Michigan State earned a berth in the Buffalo Wild Wings Bowl, where it 
defeated TCU, 17-16. 


During the 2010 and 2011 seasons, Harley served as the defensive backs/linebackers coach 
and assistant special teams coordinator at Ohio Dominican University, an NCAA Division II 
program. 


A former safety at Ohio State (2001-05), Harley earned three letters with the Buckeyes and 
was a member of their 2002 national championship team. In Harley's final three seasons, 
Ohio State posted a 29-8 record, including two victories in the Fiesta Bowl (2003 and 2005 
seasons). 


A 2006 graduate of Ohio State, Harley has deep roots with the Buckeyes. His uncle is the 
legendary Chic Harley, the first three-time All-American in Ohio State history. 


Harley earned his bachelor's in business administration from Ohio State. He additionally 
owns a master’s degree in kinesiology from Michigan State.

Chris Beatty, highly distinguished as an offensive coach and recruiter, enters his first 
year as wide receivers coach at Pitt. Beatty joins the Panthers following three seasons 
at Maryland, where he coached the receivers and additionally served as associate head 
coach and co-offensive coordinator. 


At Maryland, Beatty oversaw the development of NFL first-round draft pick D.J. Moore, who 
was named the 2017 Big Ten Wide Receiver of the Year after compiling 80 receptions for 
1,033 yards and eight touchdowns. Moore had an impact 2018 season with the Carolina 
Panthers and was named to the Pro Football Writers Association (PFWA) All-Rookie Team. 


Beatty earned recognition as one of the Big Ten’s top recruiters, helping the Terps land 
two highly regarded classes in consecutive years. Maryland’s 2017 class was ranked No. 
17 nationally by Rivals, while the 2018 group was No. 29. 


Beatty was the assistant head coach at Virginia during the 2015 season. His positional 
focus was on the running backs and under his watch Taquan Mizzell became an All-ACC 
performer. Mizzell set an ACC record for receiving yards by a running back with 721. He 
concluded the regular season second in the conference with 1,488 all-purpose yards. 
Mizzell is now a member of the Chicago Bears. 


In two seasons at Wisconsin (2013-14), Beatty helped the Badgers to a combined 20-7 
record and a pair of New Year’s Day bowls. The 2014 team went 11-3, captured the Big 
Ten West title and scored a 34-31 overtime win over Auburn in the Outback Bowl.

His pupils in Madison included All-Big Ten wide receiver Jared Abbrederis, who in 20 
compiled a school-record 78 catches for 1,081 yards. Abbrederis was selected by t 
Green Bay Packers in the 2014 draft. Beatty also coached former Badgers standout Alex 
Erickson, who now plays for the Cincinnati Bengals.

In 2012, Beatty was the co-offensive coordinator and quarterbacks coach at Illinois. 
In 2011, he oversaw the wide receivers at Vanderbilt, helping the Commodores to the 
Liberty Bowl. 


From 2008-10, Beatty worked with the running backs and slot receivers at West Virginia. 
Noel Devine was a beneficiary of Beatty's tutelage, rushing for more than 3,600 yards 
during those three seasons. Beatty also coached future first-round NFL Draft pick Tavon 
Austin while with the Mountaineers. 


Beatty held additional college posts at Northern Illinois (running backs coach in 2007) 
and Hampton (offensive coordinator, quarterbacks and wide receivers in 2006). His 
offense at Hampton ranked No. 7 nationally in scoring (34.7 points per game) en route to 
a 10-2 record, the Mid-Eastern Athletic Conference (MEAC) championship and the NCAA 
Football Championship Subdivision (FCS) playoffs. 


Beatty is a 1995 graduate of East Tennessee State, where he was an All-Southern 
Conference wide receiver. He finished his career as the Bucs’ all-time leader in receiving 
yards (1,813) and ranked second in receptions (125). He played professionally for the 
Canadian Football League’s Baltimore Stallions and Hamilton Tiger-Cats. 


Following his time in the CFL, Beatty went on to become an accomplished head coach 
in the Virginia prep ranks. At Landstown High School from 2003-05, he compiled a 
remarkable 40-2 (.952) record. Beatty was named the Virginia 3A Coach of the Year in 
2004 after his team won the state title with a 14-0 record and earned a No. 9 national 
ranking. That decorated squad featured future All-American and NFL first-round draft 
pick Percy Harvin. Beatty additionally coached at North Stafford (1998-2000) and Salem 
(2001-02) high schools.

DAVE BORBELY 


OFFENSIVE LINE 


Dave Borbely, who owns a long and productive history of developing outstanding offensive 
linemen, enters his second year as Pitt’s offensive line coach. 


Borbely (BOAR-bah-lee) has more than three decades of experience coaching offensive line 
play at the collegiate level. In joining Pitt last season, his influence on the Panthers’ unit 
was both immediate and impactful. 


Borbely’s offensive front paved the way for two 1,000-yard rushers in the same season— 
Qadree Ollison (1,213) and Darrin Hall (1,144)—the first time in Pitt history that feat 
has been achieved. The Panthers ranked 18th nationally and third in the ACC in rushing, 
averaging 227.9 yards per contest. Pitt’s 3,191 total rushing yards last season rank fourth 
all-time in school annals. 


The exceptional production earned the Panthers both individual and team recognition. Three 
of Pitt's offensive linemen were named to the 2018 All-ACC Team (center Jimmy Morrissey, 
guard Mike Herndon and tackle Stefano Millin), while two others were Honorable Mention 
All-ACC (guards Alex Bookser and Connor Dintino). 


From a unit perspective, Pitt was selected a semifinalist for the Joe Moore Award, annually 
presented to the nation’s top offensive line. 


Prior to Pitt, Borbely spent two seasons at Maryland. In 2016, his offensive front helped the 
Terps produce 2,594 rushing yards, only the seventh time in program history—and first 
since 2003—the Terps surpassed 2,500 yards on the ground. Maryland also rushed for 26 
touchdowns in 2016, its most since the 2007 campaign. 


Borbely served two coaching tours at Virginia (2006-09 and 2015). While with the Cavs he 
oversaw the development of All-America tackle Eugene Monroe, who won the 2008 Jacobs 
Blocking Trophy, annually presented to the ACC's top blocker. Monroe was the eighth overall 
selection in the 2009 NFL Draft, taken by the Jacksonville Jaguars. 


From 2010-13, Borbely coached the offensive line at Louisville. The Cardinals’ 2012 team 
went 11-2, won the Big East championship and rolled past No. 3 Florida, 33-23, in the Sugar 
Bowl to finish 13th in the final polls. In 2013, Louisville’s potent offense averaged 460.8 
yards per contest en route to a 12-1 mark. The Cardinals capped that season with a 36-9 
drubbing of Miami in the Russell Athletic Bowl and earned a No. 165 final ranking. 


Borbely had a four-year tenure at Colorado (2002-05), during which the Buffs won three 
Big 12 North titles. Among the players he developed was All-Big 12 center Mark Fenton, a 
finalist for the prestigious Rimington Award. 


Prior to Colorado, Borbely spent four seasons coaching the offensive line at Notre Dame 
(1998-2001). The Irish annually fielded a potent rushing game behind Borbely's front and 
advanced to two New Year's Day bowl games (1999 Gator Bow! and 2001 Fiesta Bowl). 


From 1995-97, Borbely coached the offensive line at Stanford, molding a pair of NFL Draft 
picks in guard Brad Badger and tackle Nathan Parks. 


Borbely's additional offensive line appointments include Colorado State-Pueblo (during 
the ThunderWolves’ 2014 NCAA Division II national title season), Tulane (1992-94), Temple 
1989-91) and Rice (1986-88). 


He began his coaching career as a graduate assistant at Evansville (1981-82) before 
serving as a freshman defensive line coach in the Ivy League at Penn (1983). Borbely’s first 
major-college appointment came as a graduate assistant at Tennessee (1984-85) under 
johnny Majors, the legendary former Pitt head coach. 


A native of Hammond, Ind., Borbely is a 1981 graduate of DePauw University with a 
bachelor’s degree in history. He earned his master’s degree in secondary education from the 
University of Evansville in 1983.

Archie Collins enters his second season as Pitt’s secondary coach. Under his watch, this 
positional group figures to rank among the Panthers’ biggest defensive strengths for 2019. 


That optimism is fueled by the return of three highly productive starters: safety Damar 
Hamlin and cornerbacks Dane Jackson and Jason Pinnock. 


Hamlin led Pitt with 90 tackles and tied for the team lead with two interceptions, while 
Jackson paced the Panthers in pass breakups (14) and forced fumbles (four). Both 
players received Honorable Mention All-ACC recognition and are poised for greater 
accolades as seniors in 2019. 


Pinnock locked down a starting role at corner as just a sophomore last season and shared 
the team lead with two picks. 


Prior to Pitt, Collins spent five seasons at Central Michigan (2013-17), where he molded 
an air-tight secondary. 


As defensive pass game coordinator in 2017, his influence helped the Chippewas lead 
the Mid-American Conference (MAC) in interceptions (19), fewest passing yards allowed 
(185.5 yards/game) and pass efficiency defense (108.8 rating). On a national scale, CMU 
ranked sixth nationally in pass efficiency defense, seventh in interceptions and 20th in 
passing defense. FootballScoop named Collins a finalist for its 2017 Defensive Back 
Coach of the Year award. 


Two of Collins’ Central Michigan defensive backs, cornerback Amari Coleman and safety 
Josh Cox, were 2017 All-MAC honorees. Coleman was a first-team selection for the second 
consecutive season and finished his collegiate career with three interceptions returned 
for touchdowns. Cox intercepted six passes as a senior to finish seventh in the nation 
(0.5 INTs/game). 


Additionally, corner Sean Bunting had five interceptions during that 2017 season. Bunting 
was a second-round selection by the Tampa Bay Buccaneers in the 2019 NFL Draft. 


Collins’ ball-hawking secondary helped Central Michigan to an 8-5 record and a berth in 
the 2017 Idaho Potato Bowl, its fourth consecutive bow! appearance. 


During Collins’ tenure, Central Michigan ranked among the nation’s top 25 in passing 
defense three times: 2017, 2015 (No. 24, 193.0 avg.) and 2013 (No. 20, 203.9 avg.). In 
2016, CMU finished eighth nationally with four defensive touchdowns—all pick-sixes by 
Collins’ defensive backs. 


Also under his watch at CMU was Kavon Frazier, an All-MAC safety in 2015 who now plays 
for the Dallas Cowboys. 
Collins was also highly productive on the recruiting trail at Central Michigan. In 2015, he 


was named the MAC’s Recruiter of the Year by Scout.com. 


Prior to Central Michigan, the Detroit native was a defensive graduate assistant from 
2010-12 at Michigan State, his alma mater. It was during this coaching assistantship 
that he first met Pat Narduzzi, who was the Spartans’ defensive coordinator at the time. 


In addition to contributing to one of college football's elite defensive units, Collins worked 
daily with future NFL defensive backs Darqueze Dennard, Kurtis Drummond and Trae 
Waynes. Collins also helped with the special teams during his time in East Lansing. 


Collins’ additional experience includes nine years coaching high school football in the 
Detroit Public School League. He worked at three PSL schools (Cass Tech, Mackenzie and 
Southeastern), producing nine all-state performers and 28 all-city honorees. 


A safety at Michigan State, Collins finished his career as a two-year letterman (1996-97) 
for the Spartans. 


He graduated from Michigan State in 1998 with a bachelor’s degree in finance. Collins 
went on to earn a master’s degree in kinesiology and coaching from MSU in 2011.

One of Pat Narduzzi’s first moves at Pitt was hiring Dave Andrews as head strength and 
conditioning coach. 


Narduzzi’s decision has continuously paid dividends over the past four years, a span that 
has witnessed the Panthers achieve the third-winningest conference record among the 14 
ACC football schools. A crucial factor behind Pitt's ACC rise has been the strength and 
conditioning preparation orchestrated by Andrews and his staff. 


This was especially evident in Pitt’s drive to the 2018 ACC Coastal Division championship, 
when the Panthers came from behind in the second half to win four games. Superior physical 
preparation was readily credited as a key to those victories. 


Andrews’ training regimens are highly regarded beyond Pitt’s current players. During the 
offseason a large contingent of former Panthers now in the National Football League can 
be found training under Andrews’ guidance, including two-time NFL Defensive Player of the 
Year Aaron Donald. 


Described by Narduzzi as “a highly disciplined coach who instills toughness in our entire 
program,” Andrews arrived at Pitt with strong credentials in both physical development and 
as a former player. He was a tight end on Ohio State’s 2002 national championship team and 
has spent the past 14 years as a major-college strength coach. 


He is a certified strength and conditioning coach by the Collegiate Strength and Conditioning 
Coaches Association (CSCCa) and USA Weightlifting (USAW) as a level one sports 
performance coach. 


In 2014, Andrews was an assistant director of strength and conditioning at Notre Dame, 
which defeated LSU, 31-28, in the Music City Bowl. 


Prior to Notre Dame, he spent two seasons as the associate head strength and conditioning 
coach at Illinois (2012-13). From 2005-11, Andrews served in various strength and 
conditioning capacities at the University of Cincinnati, including his final four years when he 
was the Bearcats’ head Olympic strength and conditioning coach. Andrews was a graduate 
assistant football coach at Cincinnati in 2004.

Prior to returning to Pittsburgh, Junko was the defensive coordinator at Kent State from 
1995-96. Junko also served as the associate head coach and defensive coordinator for 
seven years at Akron (1988-94). He held similar positions at Northwestern, TCU and 
Tulsa, his alma mater. 


As a collegian, Junko starred at Tulsa as an inside linebacker and was an Honorable 
Mention All-American in 1967.

Pitt’s four-game winning streak was halted by Miami with a 24-3 
defeat in the regular-season finale...facing a Hurricanes defense 
that entered the game ranked No. 3 nationally in fewest yards 
allowed (274.5 avg.), the Panthers mustered only 200 yards and 
a field goal on the day...it was Pitt’s lowest yardage production 
in five years (199 in a 14-3 win over Virginia, Sept. 28, 2013)..

chosen annually by committee representing membership.

Houlgate and published in book of same title. 


United Press International (1950-1995): poll of 35 college 
coaches. (Became the USA TODAY coaches poll.) 


Williamson System (1932-63): system of syndicated power ratings 
chosen by Paul Williamson, a geologist and member of the Sugar 
Bowl committee. 


The Bowl Championship Series (BCS) (1998-2013): Determined a 
national champion by matching the country’s two top-rated teams 
in the BCS Standings against each other in a title game. 


College Football Playoff: For the sixth consecutive season, 

the Football Bow! Subdivision will utilize a four-team playoff format 
to determine the national champion. A selection committee will 
choose the four playoff teams based on their performance during the 
regular season, including strength of schedule, head-to-head 
results, championships won and other factors. The teams will be 
seeded so that #1 will play #4 in one semifinal and #2 will meet #3 
in the other. This year’s semifinal games will be played at the Peach 
Bowl and Fiesta Bowl on December 28, 2019. The College Football 
Playoff National Championship will be played on January 13, 2019, 
at Mercedes-Benz Superdome in New Orleans.

Another fumble led to USC's third touchdown, a 
short run which opened the score to 19-0.

Pitt's coach, John B. “Jock” Sutherland, would 
try a new ploy after two Rose Bowl losses, so he 
took the team to Tucson to practice for its first 
Rose Bowl win.

It was the 
first time since 1928 that Pitt was shut out 
and actually lost the game; it had played four 
scoreless ties since a 6-0 loss to Carnegie Tech.

Hoffart, who finished with 
five catches for 121 yards, set a Liberty Bowl 
record with his touchdown catch.

USM’s defense 
returned a fumble and two interceptions for 
touchdowns in the second half to roll to its first 
victory ever over Pitt.

Making its second postseason appearance 
under Walt Harris, Pitt rolled up big offensive 
numbers but fell in a shootout to lowa State, 
37-29, in the Insight.com Bowl.

(164 to 107). The Panthers struck on their very 
first possession of the game when John Turman 
hit a streaking Antonio Bryant for a 72-yard 
touchdown and 7-0 lead.

20 in the second period. Pitt pulled within 27-14 
when Rod Rutherford snuck in from two yards 
out. Bryant then made a brilliant diving catch 
for a 44-yard touchdown and the Panthers 
trailed 27-20 with 2:05 left in the third.

Pitt achieved its finest season in two decades 
with a 38-13 triumph over Oregon State in the 
Insight Bowl. The Panthers finished 9-4, their 
winningest season since 1982, and secured 

a spot in the final national polls for the first 
time since 1989. The win marked the Panthers’ 
second consecutive postseason victory. A stifling 
defensive effort, efficient offense as well as a 
special teams gem keyed the result. Tied at 10 
at halftime, OSU quarterback Derek Anderson 
was intercepted by Tez Morris, who returned 

the ball 36 yards to the Beavers’ 23 early in the 
third quarter. Rod Rutherford completed a 22- 
yard pass to Larry Fitzgerald to the one before 
rushing up the middle for a 17-10 lead just 
three minutes into the second half. The Panthers 
broke open the contest later in the third when 
Shawn Robinson fielded a punt at the Panthers’ 
34, ran wide to the right and sprinted down the 
sideline for a 66-yard touchdown. It was the 
first punt return for a TD in Pitt's bow! history.

The University of Pittsburgh is a state-related university and a world leader in education, research and 
innovation. Pitt has an annual enrollment of more than 34,000 undergraduate and graduate students as well as 
more than 330,000 alumni around the world. Founded as the Pittsburgh Academy in 1787, the University is one 
of the oldest institutions of higher education in the nation and has a campus in Pittsburgh, Pa., as well as four 
regional campuses located throughout Western Pennsylvania.

Spend even a few minutes with Pitt’s director of athletics, Heather Lyke, and you are 


likely to hear the word “extraordinary” multiple times. 


The word is at the heart of her aspirations for Pitt Athletics. Status quo just won't do. 


“We want to be extraordinary in every endeavor,” Lyke said. “This starts with our student- 
athlete experience. We want their time at Pitt to be extraordinary—a life-changing 
experience academically, athletically and personally. We want their time wearing the 
Blue and Gold to be an experience that serves them well beyond their athletic careers.” 


Striving to be extraordinary isn’t just an aspiration, it’s an expectation. 


“What | love about the city of Pittsburgh and our university is that it starts with the 


people and their belief and expectation to be a champion,” Lyke said. “I fell in love with 
sports as a kid playing on teams with great expectations, and now we have teams with 


those expectations across the board.” 


Extraordinary is also a fitting description of Lyke’s impact on Pitt At 


letics. Entering her 


third year at the university, Lyke has dramatically reenergized the Panthers on and off 


the field. Her leadership has put equity back in the Pitt brand. 


The Panthers’ progress was recognized when Lyke was named the 2018 Dapper Dan 
Sportswoman of the Year, one of the highest-profile honors annually bestowed in the 


Pittsburgh sports community. 


The prestigious award was a reflection of the exceptional—and noticeable—impact 
Lyke has made. Her influence has been evident in the recruitment of nationally regarded 
head coaches, a strengthened focus on the total student-athlete experience and the 
establishment of a culture of comprehensive excellence. Among the highlights of her 


Pitt tenure: 


e  Lyke led a dynamic rebrand of Pitt's athletic marks and logos that simultaneously 
evokes the Panthers’ proud past while boldly anticipating the future. The rebrand has 
received high praise not only among Pitt's faithful but also from national observers. 


e  Lyke unveiled “Pitt Studios,” the department's state-of-the-art broadcast production 
facilities that will help launch the ACC Network and benefit the overall student body 
through Pitt's first-ever broadcast and media studies curriculum. 


¢ Former Pitt All-American Aaron Donald, who now stars for the Los Angeles Rams, 
made a seven-figure financial commitment to the Pitt Football Championship Fund, 
the largest donation ever by a Pitt football letterman to the program. In recognition 
of Donald’s momentous pledge, Lyke renamed the ground floor of Pitt’s Duratz 
Athletic Complex the “Aaron Donald Football Performance Center.” 


¢ Pat Narduzzi’s football program claimed its first ACC Coastal Division title and 


earned a historic berth in the 2018 ACC Championship Game. 


¢ The volleyball program, under the direction of ACC Coach of the Year Dan Fisher, won 
a second consecutive ACC championship and hosted the 2018 NCAA Tournament's 


opening rounds. 


¢  Lyke initiated the dawn of a new era in Pitt Athletics with the addition of women’s 
lacrosse as a varsity sport. The program, which will be fully funded, will play its 
inaugural season as a member of the ACC against NCAA Division | competition in 


the 2021-22 academic year. 


¢ The Petersen Sports Complex—the home of Pitt baseball, softball, men’s and 
women’s soccer and lacrosse—is receiving a $16.5 million addition, enhancing the 


competitive opportunities for each of those programs. 
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e  Lyke has recruited eight new head coaches who are poised to 
raise the championship aspirations for each of their programs. 
In 2018, Lyke appointed Jeff Capel—who owns a championship 
pedigree as a former Duke player and coach under the 
iconic Mike Krzyzewski—as the new leader of the Pitt men’s 
basketball program. She also named highly regarded Florida 
State associate head coach Lance White as Pitt's women’s 
basketball coach. 


e lyke additionally hired six other coaches: baseball's Mike 
Bell, considered one of the nation’s top lead assistants while 
at powerhouse Florida State; softball’s Jodi Hermanek, who 
owns nearly 400 career wins and built Ohio University into 
a perennial championship contender in the Mid-American 
Conference; women’s soccer's Randy Waldrum, a two-time 
College Cup champion while at Notre Dame; wrestling’s 
Keith Gavin, a former NCAA champion at Pitt; gymnastics’ 
Samantha Snider, who led the Panthers back to NCAA Regional 
Championship competition for the first time in five years; and 
diving’s Katie Hazelton, who previously distinguished herself in 
leading the Duke Diving Club to high levels of success. 


e — Lyke has simultaneously worked to pay homage to the Panthers’ 
rich history while also putting a bright spotlight on the 
achievements of Pitt’s current student-athletes. The inaugural 
Pitt Athletics Hall of Fame class received induction in September 
2018. Additionally, the conclusion of each academic year is now 
celebrated with The Panthers’ Choice Awards, an ESPYs-style 
show that recognizes Pitt student-athletes’ achievements in 
academics, athletics and citizenship. 


e Always with an eye on the overall development of young people, 
Lyke’s tenure has witnessed Pitt student-athletes engaged 
in an unprecedented amount of community service activities 
around Western Pennsylvania and beyond. 


Lyke is the first woman to hold the full-time director of athletics 
post at the University of Pittsburgh. (The athletic director position 
at Pitt is more than a century old, dating back to 1911 when 
Charles S. Miller became the university's first A.D.) 


In addition to her role as the director of athletics at Pitt, she has 
been selected to serve on three key boards moving forward. As a 
representative of the ACC, Lyke was selected to serve a four-year 
term on the NCAA Division | Council, the group responsible for the 
day-to-day decision making as well as shaping the future for all 
of Division | Athletics. This year she was also selected to serve on 
NACDA's Executive Committee for a four-year term as well as the 
LEAD1 Board of Directors. In the Pittsburgh community, Lyke serves 
on the Hillman Cancer Center Board of Directors. 


From 2013-17, Lyke served as vice president and director of 
athletics at Eastern Michigan University. Prior to EMU, she was a ranking 
athletic administrator at Ohio State for 15 years. Lyke additionally held 
posts at the University of Cincinnati and with the NCAA. 


Lyke found the beginning of her professional path during her days 
as a scholarship student-athlete at the University of Michigan, 
where she captained the Wolverines’ Big Ten champion softball 


team. She earned a bachelor’s degree in education from Michigan 
and a Juris Doctor from the University of Akron School of Law. 


At Eastern Michigan, Lyke oversaw a department that sponsored 
21 varsity sports with more than 550 student-athletes. Her tenure 
witnessed high levels of achievement not only in the competitive 
arena but also academically and from a fundraising standpoint. 


Eastern Michigan earned national recognition for athletic 
department efficiency and effectiveness when it received the 
Excellence in Management Cup presented by Texas A&M's 
Laboratory for the Study of Intercollegiate Athletics. The “EM Cup” 
annually recognizes the athletic department that best maximizes 
fiscal resources through championship victories. EMU ranked No. 
1 out of 128 Football Bowl Subdivision (FBS) schools for 2015-16. 


As a member of one of the nation’s most competitive athletic 
conferences, EMU annually distinguished itself in the Mid- 
American Conference under Lyke’s watch. Under her direction, the 
Eagles captured 16 MAC team championships, garnered 17 MAC 
Coach of the Year awards and had nearly 400 MAC All-Academic 
honorees. For the first time in school history, Eastern Michigan 
was honored with the MAC’s prestigious Cartwright Award for all- 
around athletic department excellence (2013-14) and the Jacoby 
Award for female athletic excellence (2014-15). 


In 2014, Lyke became the first woman to chair the NCAA Men’s 
Lacrosse Committee. She additionally chaired the Mid-American 
Conference's Cost of Attendance Task Force. 


From 1998-2013, Lyke worked at Ohio State, where she was a 
member of the athletic department's executive team and a lead 
figure in the development of the Buckeyes’ strategic plan. Lyke 
directly oversaw 10 of Ohio State’s 36 athletic programs and had 
oversight of all facets of the athletic councils involving budget, 
revenue generation, facilities and OSU's golf course operations. 


She additionally supervised the Buckeyes’ sport performance 
division, which included the strength and conditioning coaches, 
athletic training staff and sports medicine staff. Lyke also 
developed Ohio State’s first student-athlete internship program, 
“Bucks Go Pro.” During her OSU tenure, the Big Ten Network tapped 
her expertise as a color analyst for softball telecasts from 2009-13. 


Prior to Ohio State, Lyke served at Cincinnati as the assistant 
athletic director for compliance as well as the senior woman 
administrator from 1996-98. She began her career at the NCAA 
as an intern in the enforcement and student-athlete reinstatement 
department from 1995-96. 


Born and raised in Canton, Ohio, Lyke starred at GlenOak High 
School in volleyball, basketball and softball. She accepted a 
softball scholarship from Michigan, where she lettered four years 
as a first baseman and was an All-Academic Big Ten honoree. She 
was a two-time team captain and helped Michigan to the 1992 Big 
Ten championship. Lyke and her husband, David Catalano, have 
three children: Elle, Sophie and Eli.

The new technology nearly quadruples the resolution 
of the former Sony video display. The video board incorporates 
Daktronics’ newest video technology with high density full-color 
Pure Pixel® resolution, incredibly wide-viewing angles and resolution 
enhancement with sub-pixel control. As with all Daktronics’ LED 
video displays, the big screen has the capability to show a single, 
wide-screen image and can also be split into 24 individual images 
to show lineups, game statistics, out-of-town game information and 
much more. The active area of the display approaches 2,800 square 
feet. The northwest corner of the stadium also features a 35'x72’ video 
board that was installed in 2014. 


Heinz Ketchup Scoreboard Bottles Facts: The bottles are exact 
replicas—down to the embossed “57” on the bottle’s neck—of the 
Heinz Ketchup 14-ounce glass bottle. Each bottle includes 8,000 
pounds of fiberglass, 375 feet of neon tubing and 20,500 light- 
emitting diodes (LEDs). Each Heinz Ketchup Bottle measures 35 
feet x 9 feet and each weighs 8,000 pounds, both totaling 16,000 
pounds—the equivalent of 53 linemen who each weigh 300 pounds. 
If the Heinz Ketchup bottles were filled with Heinz Ketchup, they would 
contain 1,664,000 fluid ounces each. That is enough to give each 
person seated at Heinz Field at least one 14-ounce bottle of ketchup 
to take home. If both bottles were emptied, the entire football field 
would be covered in 34 of an inch of ketchup. Approximately 4,500 
footballs could fit into each scoreboard ketchup bottle. 


South Plaza Expansion: An additional 2,633 seats were added to 
Heinz Field prior to the start of the 2015 season. The new seats are a 
mixture of general reserved seating, club seating and an additional 
five suites. The South Plaza also offers premium concessions, 
including Burgatory.

More than 500 Pitt student-athletes receive medical care provided by 
UPMC Sports Medicine's athletic training program. 
The University of Pittsburgh School of Health and Rehabilitation 
Sciences has a proud tradition of athletic training education. The 
undergraduate program is accredited by the National Athletic Trainers’ 
Association (NATA), and the school also provides graduate education at 
the master’s and doctoral levels. 
Established in 1975, the athletic training program prepares students 
for a career in the multidisciplinary field of sports medicine. Upon 
completion of the athletic training education program, students are 
eligible to take the NATA-administered certification examination. 
itt athletes receive treatment in two athletic training rooms. Each 
sport has a full-time certified athletic trainer or certified graduate 
assistant and student athletic trainers assigned to provide medical 
coverage during all practices and games. The staff is dedicated to 
providing all aspects of prevention, evaluation, management, and

rehabilitation of injuries and illnesses. 
The sports medicine staff also runs a sports medicine clinic at the 
UPMC Rooney Sports Complex at which all athletes can be evaluated 
by one of the sports medicine physicians. The South Side structure, 
which includes the UPMC Center for Sports Medicine, an indoor practice 
facility, and four outdoor practice fields, combines the resources of a 
major academic and clinical system with professional and collegiate 
sports team programs. This clinic provides athletes with an opportunity 
to be seen by specialists and provides student athletic trainers with an 
outstanding learning environment. 

The UPMC Sports Medicine clinic for Pitt athletes is led by Dr. Freddie 
Fu, Pitt head team physician. Various team physicians include Drs. 
Volker Musahl, Aaron Mares, Jeanne Doperak, Bryson Lesniak, and 
Stephen Rabuck. 

The world-renowned UPMC Sports Medicine Concussion Program is 
also available to Pitt athletes. The program is led by neuropsychologist 
Dr. Michael Collins. In addition, a comprehensive staff of consulting 
specialists from throughout UPMC is part of the sports medicine team 
caring for all Pitt student-athletes.
